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11. The applicants argued that Jones and Kojima alone or in combination fail to teach or suggest "calculating an estimated peak 
temperature for a printhead... the calculating step comprising ... an initial temperature of the printhead". In response, the examiner cites 
that Jones (as shown in FIG. 6) teaches the estimation printhead temperature for printing a cell (group) based on a counted number of 
ink drops in the cell (group). In addition, both Jones and Kojima teach that the counted number of ink drops (or representative value of 
image data) is converted into a temperature-related value (quotient) in order to be able to add to the initial temperature, by multiply the 
number of ink drops to the energy applied per drop. Moreover, the applicants argued that Jones and Kojima alone or in combination fail 
to teach or suggest "preprocessing a selected swath of the plurality of swaths into a plurality of cells". As shown in Fig. 6, Jones teaches 
"Divide swath into N equal size groups of print data", so a cell is considered as a zone of the swath printed by a group of print data. 
Finally, the applicants argued that the Office had not provided a sufficient motivation to combine because the combination would not 
produce the applicants' invention. In response, the examiner cites that "The reason for motivation to modify the reference may often 
suggest what the invention has done, but for a different purpose or to solve a difference problem. It is not necessary that the prior art 
suggest the combination to achieve the same advantage or result discovered by applicant (MPEP 2144 RATIONAL DIFFERENT FROM 
APPLICANT'S IS PERMISSIBLE). As a result, the applicants' arguments have been found not persuasive. 
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
